In the grand jury’s indictments 
Smith, who was a cofivicted jury-briber under 
a two-years’ sentence, and Jirsa were specific- 
ally charged with having set fire to the build- 
ing owned by William J. Meyer, corner of 
West Harrison and Leavitt streets, causing a 
loss of $15,000. Lonemeyer, Me- 
Knight, and McKee were alleged tools 
of Smith <A. 8. Peck, who was 
an insurance adjuster, was charged with 
frauduently allowing claims on losses said to 
have occurred in the incendiary fires started 
by Smith or his accomplices. Clarence H. 
Rowe is Peck’s brother-in-law. Brown had 
charge of alleged operations in Milwaukee.

ORS ONLY 3 PER CENT. 


Bankers Agree That Something Must Be 


Rate When Money Can Be Borrowed 
So Cheaply in New York=—The Change 
to Begin with the New Year in All 
Savings Institutions. 
Savings banks of Chicago Jan. 1, 1894, 


terest alike to their savings depositors and 
the general public. They will reduce the rate 
of interest on savings deposits from 4 to3 
percent on all new accounts, Six months 
later they will apply the reduction to all sav- 
ings accounts on their books. This will be 
done under an agreement entered into by the 
banks. The extreme difficulty of obtaining an 
interest for money sufficiently large to justify 
the payment of 4 per cent is the chief of sev- 
eral reasons given for the reduction. Officers 
of the savings institutions think that among 
the results will be a wave of fresh money in 
the investment, security, and real estate mar- 


funds to seek a higher rate of interest they 
think will be filled by others, and the sum 
total of savings deposits will not suffer. 

For a long time past the subject of a reduc- 
tion of interest has been agitated by the sav- 
ings banks. Following the panic of last sum- 
mer, when several institutions experieaced a 


mated, and less than ten days ago a circular 
letter was sent out by one of the institutions 
inviting the Presidents of the others to a con- 
ference. At the meeting nearly every savings 
bank in town was represented. As appears

The depositors of the money repre- 
sent many classes in the community and the 
balances they carry run in individual cases 


which are sufficient to constitute the holder a 
capitalist in the view of bankers. A vast 
number of the depositors, it is said, are work- 
ing men and women, who by self-denial and 
hard work accumulated a few hundred dol- 
lars. They have placed it in savings banks, 
largely it is believed because the idea has been 
inculcated into them to do so. It is averred 
by bankers that many depositors care little 
what rate of interest is paid. On the other 
hand there are large numbers who do care,

Interest Reductions Only Natural. 


The reduction to 3 per cent is an inevita- 
ble accompaniment of the growth of 
Chicago, said John J. Mitchell, Presi- 
dent of the Illinois Trust and Savings Bank. 
“As a city grows in importance and 
business interests money accumulates and 
the rate of interest falls naturally. 
The conditions under which the savings 
banks of New York are run are different from 
those surrounding the savings banks in this 
State. The New York institutions are undef 


banks are stock concerns. Deposits are guar- 
anteed. Money is cheaper in New York than 
here. Itis not good banking, when it is pos- 
sible to borrow money at a very low rate, to 
pay 4 per cent on deposits in view of the gen- 
eral situation and what we have to do to se- 
cure them. It isa matter of prudence. We 
have to carry large cash reserves and loan on 
a class of securities that are instantly avail- 
able. The reduction is an advantage to the 
banks and to their depositors. 

“In my view,” contiaued Mr. Mitchell, 
“the reduction will make investors out of 
many depositors. It will set them to think- 
mg and watching the business structure of 
the community more closely. It will put 
more money to the sums already seeking in- 
vestment, and will probably inerease the im- 
portance of Chicago asa financial center in 
that respect. Good local securities are met 
now by an excellent demand. It is among 
the possibilities that local capital for want of 
local investments will sooner or later wander 
in great amounts farther away from Chi- 
cago than jit has yet done. I don't 
think savings deposits will fall off to an im- 
portant extent. New depositors, new savers, 
will take the places of those who put money 
out at a higher rate of interest.

SOUTH DAKOTA WILL PAY ITS BONDS. 


Belief General That Judge Edgerton’s De- 
cision Will Have No Effect. 

Sroux Fals, S. D., . 1.— [Special. — 
The decision of Judge rton of the United 
States District Court im declaring invalid 
$60,000 of school bonds issued by the School 
Board of Huron, S. D., has attracted much 
attention in financial circles. The fact that 
the proceeds of bonds were misappropriated to 
fraudulent purposes did not enter into the 
case. ‘The State Constitution provides that 
at or before the time of the issuance 
of bonds the body issuing the bonds sball 
levy an annual tax sufficient to pay accruing 
interest and the principal when due, and that 
all laws or ordinances levging such tax shail 
be irrepealable. The bonds in question re- 
cited in a general way that all necessary ante- 
cedent legal conditions had been complied

If the Court of Appeals sustains this decision 
all the bonds issued by City Councils and 
school boards since Statehood in 1889 will 
be declared invalid. Huron alone has 8300, 
000 worth of bonds which have the same de- 
fect. The Black Hills have several hundred 
thousand. Sioux Falls has $200,000. A 
local financial man estimates that there are 
three or four millions of such bonds outstand- 
img. It is not believed that any town except 
Huron will take advantage of the defect even 
if Judge Edgerton’s ruling be sustained in the 
highest court.

Capt. Warner, Frozen Into His Diving 
Suit, and Two Assistants Fight Against 
Drifting Fields of Stush and Heavy 
Blocks and Are Pulled Ashore with 
Great Difficulty—Their* Frozen 
ments Steamed from Them and Each 
Revived with Difficulty. 


Capt. Warner, a diver, and John Holbert 
and Martin Fallon, his assistants, faced death 
in three forms yesterday. In imminent dan- 
ger first of freezmg, then of drowning, and 
last of being crushed in an ice floe they were 
save through the agency of a piece of old 
rope, bought in a junk shop a few days before 
and accidentally left lying where it did the 
‘most good. Pulled to a small pier at the foot 
of Montrose boulevard, Lake View, more 
dead than alive they were carried to the Lake 
View pumping works and revived and finaily 
sent to their homes. 

The Lake View tunnel has been undergoing 
repairs for several weeks. 
to the two-mile intake has been connected 
with the mile and a quarter tunnel, and in 
the meantime water has been drawn from the 
intakes near the shore at the foot of Montrose 
boulevard, For several days ice has been in- 
terfering with these ports and Capt. Warner 
and his two assistants have been kept busy 
clearing away the ice so that it will not inter- 
fere with the water supply. 
forenoon Capt. Warner went 
tunnel entrance, while Holbert 
and Martin, in a small boat above, worked 
the air pumps. The lake was rough and the 
weather cold. Heavy ice floes were drifting 
dangerously close and the men were numb 
with cold before Capt. Warner decided that 
it was dangerous to stay out longer. The 
Captain was pulled into the boat and they 
started towards the shore. 

When the air pumps stopped with Warner 
inside the diving suit the air soon gave out 
and he was in danger of suffocation. Holbert 
attempted to rémove the head piece but 
found that it was frozen tight. In order to save 
the Captain the rubber air tube was cut and 
one of the glass look-out pieces broken. This 
gave Warner air but left him helpless so far 
as helping with the boat was concerned. 

The Boat Between Two Floes, 

By this time the boat was between two 
great ice fields, which closed on them so rap- 
idly that escape was impossible. The waves 
dashed over the little craft, drenching the 
three who struggled to keep warm and pre- 
vent the great blocks of ice which were held 
together by three feet of slush.ice from break- 
ing the sides of the boat. No one was on 
the shore and the life struggles of the trio es- 
caped notice for hours. The men at the Lake 
View water-works at North Halsted street and 
Montrose .boulevard finally received word 
of the position of the men and soon there was 
a crowd on the short pier, but they were help- 
less to save the endangered diving force. 

Dragged Out of the Sinking Craft. 

Then the ice floe began to turn and the lit- 
tle boat was carried near the pier. 
was almost filled with water and ice and with 
each motion of the ice was. nearly upset. Fal- 
lon then jumped upon the floé and attempted 
He sank to his waist at 
the second step and with each wave was sink- 
ing and being ground by the. cakes 
ice. “After several trials he caught the end of 
a rope, was able to fasten it around his body, 
| and was drawn outo the pier 
tner was then dragged from the 
boat, which was carried near the pier. His 
heavy diving suit carried him under the ice, 
but a dozen men pulled at the line faithfully, 
and when he was ashore four of them fook 
him to the water works. 

Halbert was in the boat and unable to move 
fram cold and exhaustion. The boat was full 
of ice and was sinking into the slush, but the 
half frozen man could only sit still and see 
the blocks of ice pile up abouthim. When 
the rope was finally thrown to him he was 
under water to the shouldsrs and could not. 
After several attempts he succeeded 
in putting the rope about his chest and was 
finally rescued. 

At the waterworks the men were filled with 
whisky and the frost steamed out of them. 
Capt. Warner’s diving suit was frozen to his 
clothes and his headpiece was two-thirds full 
of ice. The suit had to be melted apart be- 
fore the Captain could be released. The 
other men were in the same condition, and 
they had to be steamed before they could dis-

SERIOUS PLIGHT FOR AN IOWA CITY. 


Cedar Rapids Deprived of Police, Firemen, 
Water, and Lights. . 

Cepar Rains, Ia., Dec. 1.— [Special. — 
This city tonight is without police or fire pro- 
tection. and the electric light, gas, and water 
ordinances have been annuiled, and the great- 
est excitement prevails. Late this evening the 
Mayor, Assessor, and City Council were served 
with a temporary injunction, issued by Judge 
Giffen of the District Court, restraining them 
from collecting any taxes upon real or per- 
sonal property based upon the cash value 
basis. Mayor Daniels at once prepared a proc- 
lamation, which was readatthe regular meet- 
ing of the City Council, and passed by a strict 
party vote, the Democrats upholding the po- 
The proclamation pro- 
vides that so long as the injunction is in 
its proper officers 
are restrained and prevented from taking any 
steps to provide revenue or to procure funds 
for the expenses of the government of the 
city; that until the proper officials and the 
City Council are permitted to perform their 
duty in accordance with the law and make 
assessment of property and levy for taxes of 
1898 so that the indebtedness of the city may 
thereby be brought within the legal limit, no 
warrants drawn upon the City Treasury 
and no payments of any kind will 
be approved by the Mayor, and that 
there can be no police protection and no water 
or light service at public expense. Leading 
Republicans are loud in their denunciation of 
the action of the Mayor and the Democratic 
members of the Council. They declare it is 
revolutionary and their only excuse is the is- 
suance of a temporary injunction, which can 
be dissolved on ten days’ notice. The electric 
company has already shut off the city lights.

Stock Market Shows Strength. 


Considered as a whole today’s stock market 
manifested great underlying strength. It is 
true that such manipulation, for the rise as 
now in progress has for its active agents 
doubtful leaders. But though these specula- 
tors may and doubtiess will overdo the mat- 
ter, their operations seem to be supported in 
several stocks by a genuine commission-house 
demand. The general strength of prices today 
was the more noteworthy, in that the news 
was not at all, uniformly favorable. 
But the shrewdest bear speculators of 
Wall street have never yet seen ft 
to use tariff scares as the basis of a gen- 
eral attack on prices, and thus far they are 
true to their record. In sugar certificates the 
belief is growing that the stock has already 
pretty nearly reached its proper level on a 
basis of reduced protection. What traders 
fear is not bona fide liquidation, but forced 
depression of the stock by the philanthropic 
sugar manufacturers to create an auti-tariff 
demonstration. The rest of the market, with 
few exceptions, was strong, the low-priced 
stocks showing unusual activity. London 
was a heavy buyer for the new account.

mined at present. They are largely hides for 
which warehouse receipts are out. The firm had 
an extended business, with branches in many 
foreign countries. The effect of the 
failure is expected to be far-reaching. 
The firm was formed July 1, 1892, to con- 
tinue two years, succeeding a firm of the 
same name. Isaac P. T. Edmonds of Bos- 
ton and E. S. Barrett of Concord, Mass., be- 
came special partners for $50,000 each, 
having previously been specials since 1883. 


The firm has sustained heavy losses recent- 


ly—$35,000 by the failure of J. J. McConnell, 
$30,000 by the failure of Charles Illings- 
worth, both of Philadelphia; and drafts 
amounting to $60,000 have just gone to pro- 
test in London. house is the largest in 
its line in this market. The business . was 
started in 1873 by Stein, and the firm of Abe 
Stein & Co. was formed in 1883. It has had 
branches in London, Germany. Arabia, 
Brazil, and hina. The leather 
of Edwards & Barrett of Boston, 
went under today as a result 
their attempt to carry the paper of Abe 
Stein & Co. of New York. oth mem- 
bers of the firm were special partners 
in the Stein concern. It is said that 
during the first part of their connection with 
the concern it paid a handsome profit, but 
they refused to draw out and left it in the 
firm. Stein & Co. easily obtained the indorse- 
ment of Edwards & Barrett to the firm’s 
paper, and all along maintained that the 
firm was strong enough to outlast any panic.

They say England is likely to 
make large appropriations for buildi war- 
ships, and this will necessitate heavy buying 
of copper. It is said copper dealers do not 
seem to care anything about the tariff or 
tariff revision as this country is independent of 
other copper markets and actually makes 
large exports of copper. On the other hand, 
some contend there is more talk than any.

but brokers have been instructed to bid up 
prices in the interest of speculators. Lake 
Superior copper has been quoted at 104 
cents for delivery December on the Metal Ex- 
change and 500 pounds has been sold at that 
price, but it is also certain well-known pro- 
ducers are willing to sell at that figure for 
delivery at any time during the first three 
months of 1804. The copper market is ad- 
mittedly strong, however, and will bear 
watching, but at the present time there ap- 
pears to be more manipulation than actual 
speculation.

PRESIDENT M’ DONALD IS SENTENCED 
FOR MISUSEOF MAILS, 


Career of the Guarantee Investment Com- 
pany Ends with a Sentence of Eleven 
Months’ Imprisonment and $1,000 Fine 
for Its Chief=Two Other Officers Will 

Pay $200 8 of Judge | 

Grosscup—Vain Skirmish of Lawyers to 

Avert the Inevi 


The career of the Guarantee Investment 
company has apparently come to an end. At 
least the concern will get no more dollars out 
of Chicago dupes. First the concern was ex- 
posed in Tun Trrsunz almost the moment it 
began operations in Chicago. Then the in- 
dietment of the officials followed. Nov. 22 
the officials were convicted of using.the United 
States mails unlawfully, in that the Guarantee 
Investment company was a lottery. Yester- 
day the convicted officials were sentenced, 

A fine of $1,000 and eleven months. im- 
prisonment.”’ 

This was the sentence pronounced by Judge 
Grosscup on President and General Manager 
George M. MeDonald of the Guarantee In- 
vestment company in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court. The convicted man trembled, his 
hands rolled a bit of paper into a ball nerv- 
ously,and his lips quivered. 

Sentence on the three men, McDonald, 
Vice-President and Treasurer W. H. Steven- 
son, and Secretary F. M. Swearingen, was 
withheld until 2 o’elock. 

It was then the attorneys for the defense 
made their strongest pleas. Judge Chester 
H. Krum of St. Louis in behalf of 
Stevenson and Swearingen gave a résumé of 
the case. He touched briefly on the 
connection of these men with the company. 
They had not participated in its organization, 
had no reason to doubt its legality, and were 
receiving but nominal salaries for their serv- 
ices, Both men had engaged in honorable 
enterprises hitherto. They were held in the 
highest regard and confidence where they had 
lived. To support this he read testimonials. 
One was signed by four Judges of the St. 
Louis Circuit Court. Another was by the 
Judges of the St. Louis Court of Appeals. 
The Presidents of several local banks testified 
to the same effect for both men. In conclu. 
sion Judge Krum made much of extenuating 
circumstances, : 

Makes a Vain Plea. 


Ex-Judge Collins rose for a final plea for 
the author of the outlawed enterprise. We 
have earnestly and sincerely groped for light 
in this matter for eighteen months.“ pro- 
tested the ex-Judge. Histone and look car- 
ried the idea that McDonald had been an 
earnest seeker after the truth, and was only 
anxious to find what was virtue that he might 
incorporate it in his lottery scheme. 

District Attorney Milchrist said that what 
had been said for Swearingen and Stevenson 
he believed to be true. A skirmish was then 
made by the counsel for the defense to avert 
the inevitabie. A petition for a writ of error 
was then offered. It was prayed to set aside 
the verdict and grant a new trial. It was 
moved to arrest judgment in the matter until 
an appeal could be granted. The court was 
inflexible. Each measure went aside as un- 
availing. * 

Pronounces the Sentence, 

„Stand up, said Judge Grosscup to Mo- 
Donald. Then he said: 

I believe that while you were in doubt as to the 
legal character of the business in which you are 
engaged you had no doubt its purpose was 
corrupt and that it was to defraud and deceive 
the people. No man of intelligence, as I believe 
you to be, could have seen any other result. You 
could not have returned $1,000 for $380. It was 
also fruitful in suggesting like schemes which 
produced fraud and hurt to many. 

I have sent men to the penitentiary for of- 
fenses which inherently and in the effects of 
fraud worked much less harm than yours. I can- 
not send vou to the nitentiary under the law. 
But I would be failing in duty as an administrator 
of justice if I did not here stigmatize the scheme 
for which you are convicted. The sentence of 
the court is that you Shall pay a fine of $1,000 
and be eapreones.: for eleven months in the 
County Jail. 

McDonald sat down in his chair apparently 
overwhelmed, The two other men Judge 
a $200 each. 


Ex- Judge Collins asked to have the sentence 
suspended until an appeal could be taken. 
Bond was offered. The court was in doubt 
whether bond could be taken between sentence 
and appeal and ruled that Mr. McDonald 
should remain in the custody of the United 
States Marshal pending action.

„No, I don’t think I have anything in par- 
ticular to say,” said the convicted man, but 
I think Judge Grosscup’s decision was er- 
roneous and the sentence unjust. I am satis- 
fied that the Judge does not understand the 
method of the company’s plan or in fact any- 
thing about the nianner in which our busi- 
ness is conducted. This is not the end of the 
fight. We will take the case to the Court of 
Appeals, and if necessary to the Supreme 
Court of the United States.

BETWEEN TWO FIRES. 

On one side of the Democratic majority of 
the Ways and ‘Means committee stands the 
South demanding that an income tax be im- 
posed which will permit the customs duties 
to be cut down without leaving the govern- 
ment destitute of revenue and which will fall 
almost exclusively upon Northern men and 
Northern industries. Sectional dislike as well 
as devotion to free trade theories make the 
Southern Congressmen press this tax. 

On the other side stands the North and 
especially that part of the North for which the 
Democracy has the. greatest respect—the 
Democratic capitalists of New York City— 
who contribute to party campaign funds and 
whose influence is not to be despised ina 
State where the voting is as close as it has 
been on many occasions. The leading Demo- 
cratic business-men of all the Northern cities 
are opposed to an income tax. Gen. Black 
speaks for those of Chicago when he says that 
he shall oppose that tax as ‘* undemocratic 
and inquisitorial,“ not to be accepted unless 
the condition of the country is one of dire ex- 
tremity.“ The income tax is a war tax, not to 
be dreamed of in days of peace. 

This strenuous protest from their own party 
in Northern States which the Democrats can- 
not afford to give up all hope of carrying 
seems to have had its effect, and the Ways 
and Means committee appears to be turning 
from an income tax and to favor a proposi- 
tion for a tax on legacies, inheritances, and 
the net incomes of corporations. Owing to 
the greater wealth of the North such a tax 
would weigh more heavily upon it than on the 
South, and therefore the Southern members 
ought to be satisfied. But those corporate 
influences which are so potent with che De- 
mocracy—infiueances which have kept the ad- 
ministration from making a single effort to 
enforce the Federal anti-trust law—are against 
this proposed substitute for an income tax. 
The railroads of the country and the other 
great corporations which would be affocted 
want no internal revenue officer examining 
their books. The street railroad companies 
of this and other cities are si asain te Federal 
taxation. 

The taxes on legacies and e could 
be collected with comparatively little difff- 
culty, and might be made to produce a large 
sum. But they would not be favored by New 
York, where a succession taxis collected by 
the State now. With double taxation the 
burden on an estate would be a heavy one. 
Taxes on the profits of corporations could not 
be collected with as much ease. Corporate 
evasions of State taxes show that they would 
not be altogether unsuccessful in their at- 
tempts to evade Federal ones. They would 
excuse thémselves on the ground that it was 
not equitable to levy a tax on a business when 
conducted by a corporation and not to levy 
one when it was conducted by a firm or bya 
private individual. It is admitted even by 
those who fa var this tax that great difficulties 
would attend its collection. 

So it is uncertain even at this late day just 
what the committee will decide on, It does 
not like to displease the South, but there are 
Northern friends whom it cannot afford to 
offend. It is confronted also by another 
problem. Neither under the income tax nor 

Ats proposed substitute can any money be col- 
lected for more thana year. Hence no such 
tax is ofany value to cover present deficien- 
cies of revenue or such deficiencies in the im- 
mediate future. Butit is the assumption of 
many of the Democrats that after the Wilson 
bill has been in force for a year the importa- 
tions will be so large that the revenue will be 
sufficient for the needs of a frugal govern- 
ment without an income tax. Were this to be 
the case then an income tax would be unnec- 
essary at the moment when it began to be 
productive. 

Congress will meet day after tomorrow. It 
is to be hoped that by that time the Commit- 

tee oh Ways and Means will have agreed on a 
policy and proclaimed it to the country, 
which is waiting with some curiosity to see 
how the Democrats propose to deal with the 
finances of the government. 


TAKE AN APPEAL TO ALTGELD. 

The last pardon granted by Gov. Altgeld 
illustrates the confidence which criminals are 
beginning to feelin him. They prefer to sub- 
mit their cases to him rather than to the courts, 
for they are convinced that while the latter 
may temper justice with mercy they can ex- 
pect unadulterated mercy from the former. 

A young man named Padfield was tried and 
convicted of burglary in the St. Clair County 
Circuit Court. An appeal was taken to the 
Supreme Court, which gave an opinion the 
27th of October adverse to the defendant. 
The latter had under the rules and practice of 

the Supreme Court thirty days in which to ap- 

ply for a rehearing. He and his lawyer pre 
ferred not to trust that tribunal. Though the 
case was still virtually in the hands of the 
court the Governor was applied to for a par- 
don, and he granted it the 27th of November. 
Thus the Supreme Court was not given an 
opportunity to say whether it would reopen 
the case. 

The course which has been pursued in this 
case will find many imitators on a broader 
scale. Hereafter when a man has been con- 
victed in the trial court his lawyer will not go 
to the trouble and expense of taking an ap- 
peal, to the Supreme Court except in those 
cases whére he really believes and can prove 
that his client has not had fair treatment. 
When satisfied that the Supreme Court will 
decide against him he will not take an appeal 
to it, but will save time and money by taking 
one to Altgeld. He will lay before the Gov- 
ernor some newly discovered evidence, as 
was done in this Padfield case. The Govern-

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LARRY M’GANN’S OPPORTUNITY. . 

Last year the men in this city who are em- 
ployed in the dressing and finishing of marble 
petitioned Congress to forbid the importation 
of stone which had been finished by convict 
labor. They seemed to believe that the only 
competition they had to fear was that of for- 
eign and domestic convict labor and they 
asked Congress most earnestly to protect 
theta against the former as they had pre- 
viously asked the State, to protect them 
against the latter. 

A year ago they did seem to believe 
they had anytning to dread from the competi- 
tion of foreign free labor. Long sheltered 
from it by the tariff they were ignorant of its 
dangers and therefore voted unhesitatingly 
for candidates whose platform pledged them 
to the removal of all protection for the 
American marble-worker. The tariff framed 
by the party which their votes helped to 
place in power diminishes by a third the pro- 
tection on sawed and dressed marble. This 
is not as much of a reduction as the platform 
promised, but it will have its effect on the 
wages of the workingmen, a far greater effect 
than the importation under the existing 
tariff of marble prepared by convict labor 
can have. 

Those Chicagoans who are engaged in the 
marble business agree in the statement that 
if the Wilson bill becomes a law, then unless 
the price of labor is reduced heavily so as to 
come much closer to the price paid abroad, 
the marble used in Chicago buildings will be 
imported dressed, and there will be no em- 
ployment for Chicago workingmen except to 
set it. That is, there would be only a fraction 
as much work for them as there is now. 

The Chicago manufacturers agree in saying 
that if their workingmen will not accept the 
lower wages which the keener competition 
with foreign labor will necessitate then they 
will have to do in Europe what they have been 
doing here hitherto. They will have to estab- 
lish factories on the other side of the ocean 
and finish there all the orders they may receive 
for foreign marbles, That will be a good 
thing for the foreign workmen, It will give 
them more labor than they fave now. But it 
is difficult to see how it will be of any benefit 
to the Chicago workingmen. It is true that as 
foreign marble will be cheaper they can buy 
more of it for the decoration of their homes. 
Yet having no employment it might be dif- 
ficult for them to buy any were it a cent a 
cubic foot. 

Congressman McGann is peculiarly the rep- 
resentative of the workingmen of this city. 
He comes from a district whose inhabitants 
are almost all toilers. The Congressman pro- 
fesses great affection for them and their in- 
terests. This is the time for the marbie-work- 
ers to test his sincerity. They should call his 
attention at once to the fact that his party, 
which said last year that it would revise the 
tariff without cutting down wages, is revising 
it so as to cut down wages, and they should de- 
mand that he interfere in their behalf and do 
at least as much for them as the Louisiana 
Representatives have been able to do for the 
highly bountied sugar-planters of their State. 

This is the time, the wages of Chicago work- 
ingmen being menaced, for McGann, the 
friend of the workingman, to come to the 
front. If he does not the laboring men of his 
district will have no use for him next year. 
Rise up, McGann, and speak for the marble- 
workers, 
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NO AFRICA FOR THEM. 

The Committee on Emigration of the Afro- 
American League, which is now in session at 
Cincinnati, submitted Thursday a unanimous 
report favoring emigration to Africa as the 
best mode of escaping from those hardships 
and perils to which the mass of the colored 
people of the South are subjected. 

White the report was unanimous one way 
the convention seemed to be almost as unani- 
mous the other way. Only one speaker was 
in favor of the report, while nearly a score 
were against it. The majority favored stay- 
ing in the United States and trusting to the 
future to secure them that equality before the 
law ahd that fair treatment now denied them 
in the Southern States. 

It is pretty clear that the colored mea would 
rather stay where they are and bear the ilis 
they have than try any experiments. They 
have not that impatience of oppression which 
has made emigrants of white men. They are 
not so set on bettering their condition as to 
cross oceans and settle in strange lands. 
Africa has furnished many emigrants, but 
always involuntary ones. 

The suggestion was made in the convention 
that if there were colored menin the South 
who really wished to leave the United States — 
Bishop Turner says there are two million of 
them—it would be better for them to go 
to Mexico rather than to Africa. The sug- 
gestion is not without merit. Emigration is 
largely a question of money. To go to Africa 
takes a good deal. To go to Mexico takes 
comparatively little. That country has many 
climates. It is easy to find there one ‘which 
will suit people reared in the cotton States. 
There is an abundance of untilled and fertile 
land. There are land companies with large 
grants which are desirous to get settlers. 
There are no race prejudices in Mexico. The 
status of the colored man there is very differ- 
ent from what it is in the South. The Mex- 
ican Government, which might view with dis- 
trust a heavy immigration of active, ener- 
getic white men from the United States, 
would welcome colored immigrants. 

Yet it is not likely that there will be an 
exodus of colored men to Africa or to Mex- 
ico. The subject of emigration has been dis- 
cussed so much that if there were any num- 
ber of black men at the South who really felt 
that emigration was the best thing for them 
some of the more earnest ones at least would 
have shaken the dust of the plantations off 
their feet and gone before this. Nothing of 
the kind has happened. It 1s safe to conclude 
therefore that Bishop Turner’s two million 
men have no real existence. It is fortunate 
for the South that.they have not. For whata 
wail would go up from that section if two 
million of the most enterprising laborers 
were to take ship and sail away. 


WORK FOR THE NEW COUNTY BOARD. 

Next Monday the new County Commission- 
ers will enter on their duties. Nine Demo- 
crats will retire to private life and nine Re- 
publicans will take their places. Mr. George 
C. Struckman will succeed Mr. Edmanson 
in the President's chair, and Mi, Edmanson 
will be the only representative of the old gang 
left. He will be powerless for mischief. 

The new members have their work cut out 
for them. Their first duty will be to institute 
areform of the jury service. The present 
jury clerk should not be intrusted with the 
making of the jury lists for another day. A 
competent and reliable man should be select- 
ed for his place and men of independence and 
intelligence should be selected ag grand 
jurors. There have been enough biackmail- 
ing scandals connected with the grand jury 
service during the läst year. A change is 
necessary. The next work which will con- 
front the new County Board is the regulation 
of the county finances. There should be a 
clear and immediate statement of the condi- 
tion of the various funds, and where there has 
deen extravagance and waste there should be 
prom pt retrenchment. Some of the appro- 


reas N e are overdrawn. Let the public 
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eee Gitte the case. There 
are floating debts. What is the aggregate? 
The new board must return to the better 
methods of the predecessor of the outgoing 
board as soon as possible, When these mat- 
ters are arranged the new board should take 
prompt measures to complete the Criminal 
Court Builaing in the North Division, which 
stands a monument to the inefficiency and the 
extravagance of the old board. The money 
appropriated to complete it has been squan- 
dered in jobbery. Little progress has been 
made on it during the current year. Thereere 
not sufficient court rooms for the new Judges. 
There is not sufficient room for the proper 
transaction of the county’s business in the 
central court building. The Recorder’s em- 
ployés, the employés of the Sheriff and of the 
County and Probate Clerks are obliged to do 
their work in badly lighted and badly venti- 
‘ated rooms. The completion of the new 
Criminal Court building would give relief. 
Its completion should be pushed with vigor 
therefore. The new Commissioners will be 
held responsible for failure in this matter. 

There are many other important reforms 
to be accomplished by the new board, but it 
is sufficient at this time to point out those 
only that need prompt attention. 


THE UNITED STATES NAVY. 

The first annual report by the Hon. H. A. 
Herbert, Secretary of the Navy, states that 
since the date of the last report nine vessels 
have been launched, while six new ones have 
been completed, accepted, and commissioned. 
The speed attained on trial was in excess of 


number of serviceable war vessels now in the 
navy is forty-one, of which fifteen are armored. 
In addition to these there are sixty-one ves- 
sels on the list, mostly wooden cruisers, tugs, 
and antiquated monitors,.rated as unservice- 
able for war purposes. Delays have been ex- 
perienced in building ships owing to the fail- 
ure of steel companies to furnish the neces- 
sary armor, but these difficulties have been 
overcome, and the Secretary is convinced we 
can furnish the material for modern ships of 
war as quickly, and build them as 
speedily and well as any country in 
the world. He feels confident that 
some of our shipyards rival the best in 
Europe. The vessels completed since March 
4, 1885, cost $25.000,000, and the premiums 
aggregated $597,000, one-third of which was 
earned by a single vessel, the New York. 
There are now in process of construction, or 
ordered to be built, vessels upon which have 
been expended nearly $27,000,000. 

The Secretary believes that the new 8-inch 
nickel steel gun will give increased efficiency 
at greatly reduced cost of manufacture. He 
regards the smokeless powder manufacture as 
in its experimental stage, but says the powder 
will be-issued for use on shipboard without de- 
lay if further experiments demonstrate its 
success. He has approved the recommenda- 
tion that the navy be equipped with a maga- 
zine rifle of .256 caliber, to use a smokeless 
powder which will give a muzzle velocity of 
2,400 feet per second. The armor plate tests 
made during the year have conclusively proved 
the desirability of using the Harvey process 
for all the armor of vessels now under con- 
struction. He is in doubt as to the utility of 
the fifteen-inch pneumatic guns now in proc- 
ess of construction, and thinks it may be ad- 
visable to transform into a torpedo boat the 
Vesuvius, which has been designed to carry 
these pneumatic guns. 

The Secretary says our navy has not yet 
come up to the standard. As compared with 
others it ought to be as efficient now as that 
which the country possessed before the era of 
modern ships, whenour seaports were deemed 
to be amply provided with fortifications, 
which they certainly are not now. There are 
at present buildmg only four vessels which 
can properly be denominated first-class battle- 
ships. The cruisers and gunboats in service 
and being built constitute an efficient fleet 
and in ordinary times will prove sufficient for 
cruising purposes and to look after our com- 
merce abroad. They will be of great use as 
commerce destroyers. But unarmored eruis- 
ers are not, properly speaking, fighting ves- 
sels. They could not meet armored vessels 
with any reasonable hope of success, and in 
time of war, scattered abroad over the high 
seas as they would be if sent against an ene- 
my’s commerce, they would leave our un- 
fortified seacoast absolutely witheut reliance 
except upon our four first-class and two sec- 
ond-class battleships, seven coast defense 
vessels, and two torpedo boats. If concen- 
trated these would searcely be able to create 
a diversion of an enemy’s fleet and if scat- 
tered would not furnish one vessel for 
the defense of: each city. An enemy with 
a fleet of battleships could wreck cities while 
we were capturing schooners. The military 
value of a commerce destroying fleet is easily 
overrated, In the twenty years from 1792 to 
1812 British commerce prospered though 
preyed upon by cruisers and privateers, 
and the English were only aroused by those 
attacks to more determined hostility. The 
cruises of the Alabama and her sister ship de- 
lighted the Confederates but did not benefit 
their cause, and President Lincoln was too 
wise to listen to the clamor which demanded 
that more ships should be sent to search for 
the Confederate cruisers. The fleets of the 
United States were far more usefully em- 
ployed in blockading the ports of the 
country, penetrating its rivers, and cut- 
ting off its interior communications, 
and thus it was that the navy rendered 
services to the cause of the Union which the 
public has never yet fully appreciated. If this 
government in the future is to have naval 
strength enough to command the peace and 
to be in condition to enforce the terms dic- 
tated by its sense of right and justice it must 
have more battleships and must build a rea- 
sonable number of torpedo boats. For coast 
defense the latter are more effective in pro- 
portion to cost than any other class of vessels. 

The Secretary states that he is engaged in 
preparing a plan for obviating the evils which 
result from retarding promotions in the navy. 
He recommends that the number of enlisted 
men and boys be increased by 2,000, and says 
there is no doubt that the system of employ- 
ing laborers ia the navy yards without refer- 


sole test of their retention and advancement, 
is greatly to the benefit of the government. 
He proposes that the reservations of land in 
Florida, Alabama, and Mississippi for the sup- 


ernment domain and opened for settlement, 
as these reservations no longer serve a useful 
purpose. The estimates for the next fiscal 
year amount to $27,800,000, being $3,400,- 
000 more than those for the present year. 
Most of this increase is due to the item of 
“increase navy.“ The money should be 
voted. 


ConGressMAN-at-LakGe BLacx says that he 
is opposed unalterably to the manner in which 
the sugar bounty is dealt with in the Wilson 
billand that he will do what he can to secure 
the immediate abolition of that bounty. The 
Illinois Congressman is certainly more faith- 
ful to the principles and the promises of his 
party than the Democratic members of the 
Ways and Means committee. Not a Demo- 
crat outside of Louisiana defended the sugar 
bounties last year. All said that there was no 
warrant for them in the Constitution, that to 
pay them was to take money directly out of 
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these Democrats really 8 what they 
said they would lose no time in stopping this 
drain on the Treasury and this unconstitu- 
tional diversion of taxes. There can be no 
better evidence of the insincerity of Demo- 
crats than the fact that they propose to con- 
tinue for eight years a bounty which they say 
is without constitutional warrant and to“ rob 
the Treasury of millions of dollars. 

Gen. Black thinks also that there ought to 
be a small duty on raw sugar. From the Dem- 
ocratic point of view he is perfectly right, but 


he cannot fet his party to vote the duty. Free 


sugar is a piece of Republican work which the 
Democrats do not dare to undo. It would be 
logical fora revenue reform party to put 
a duty on sugar, but it would be intensely un- 
popular, and the Democrats do not propose to 
sacrifice votes to logie or to repeal at once a 
bounty which helps their Louisiana friends. 


Trere is much of fruitful suggestion in 
reference to ward organization in the talk of 
a Republican merchant, published in TAI 
Taupo, and the Executive Campaign com- 
mittee of his party will do well to consider it 
seriously. The gentleman said: 

Ifthe committeemen and club officers of the 
wards will but call a meeting in their respective 
districts, invite by postal card or letter the busi- 
ness- men resident to attend, all the funds that 
are necessary [for campaign purposes] will be 
raised in twenty-five out of the thirty-four wards 
of the city. This plan will further have the ef- 
fect of interesting the business-men in the cam- 
paign. The trouble seems to be that the commit- 
teemen do not know the Kepublicans in the ward. 
Ihave lived in my ward five years and I never 
got a postal card or note or circular from any 
committeeman, and last month I had difficulty 
in finding out where I was to vote. The states- 
men of the committee ought to take us into their 
confidence. 

All that the Republican merchant says here 
is quite correct. It ought to be part of the 
duty of the ward clubs to raise the funds nec- 
essary for campaign purposes in their respect- 
ive wards from the business-men in those 
wards, Were the committeemen of the right 
sort they would have no difficulty about that. 


Had they the confidence of the »usiness-men 


in the respective wards they could collect all 
the money necessary with the greatest ease. 
If the money were thus contributed the con- 
tributors might look more closely after its 
expenditure, and therefore would be likely to 
take more interest in politics. After all, po- 
litical expenses nowadays ought to be mod- 
erate. There are no tickets to print and no 
ticket peddlers to pay. The principal items 
of expense are for canvassing the wards, 
looking after the registration, and getting out 
the votes. The days of big campaign funds 
ought to be over. The time for ward work at 
the expense of the voters of the ward is at 
hand. The Democrats have recognized this, 
and it is the secret of their successes last fall 
and last spring. 


Arter the convention today the Republic- 
an delegates should betake themselves to their 
wards to prepare for registration next Tuee- 
day. On the result of the registration'and the 
revision of ‘the coming week the election de- 
pends; The Republicans won onthe 7th of 
last month because they did their full duty in 
most,of the wards during the third week of 
October. In some of the wards, however, the 
work was neglected. This was the case in the 
Second, Sixth, Sixteenth, Eighteenth, Twen- 
ty-fourth, Twenty-ninth, and Thirtieth Wards. 
It is all the more necessary that the registra- 
tion should be well attended to in those dis- 
tricts this week. The Republican Executive 
committee for some unexplained reason has 
not made any effort to secure the discharge of 
unfaithful judges and clerks in the pre- 
cincts of the neglected wards. It is all the 
more necessary that the local managers 
shall be the more diligent now. The Demo- 
crats will work to win atthe approaching 
special election as they never worked before. 
They will have little scruple in the methods 
they will employ. It will require earnest, 
ceaseless activity to checkmate and defeat 
them. The battle is just commencing. - Dili- 
gence next week will be rewarded by victory 
on the 19th inst. 


Yestzrpay afternoon Judge Grosscup in

* Vote of the Re ; 
Antax, Dec. 1.—In the toda 
Count Hompesch, member — — 
Catholic party, moved the revocation of the 
decree ordering the expulsion of Jesuits from 
Germany. Baron Manteuffel, Conservative, 
Herr Merbach, Reichspartel, and Dr. Von 
uardsen, National Liberal, declared the 
parties to which they belonged would oppose 
the revocation of the decree.

In his 
opening address Vice-President Pierce said 
that the obligation to reform the tariff 
placed upon the Democratic party by the 
election of 1892 was just as binding today as 
ever and must be fulfilled. He introduced as 
the speaker of the evening the Hon. Michael 
D. Hartet of Ohlo, who was received with 


great enthusiasm. 

In opening Mr. Harter asserted that the re- 
cent fitiancial upheaval was due to the 
progress made by the country since 1878 to- 
wards a silver standard of values. The great 
panic of 1893, he suid, was a money panic, a 
credit shock, and that it was the consequence 
of the destruction of confidence; and this will 
be thie verdict of history. Now that we pos- 
sess. the confidence of the world, oar recovelj 
will be fast and sure. Each advance will be 
the secure basis for still other and greater 
progress, now that weare forever upon the 
only safe and enduring ground for a commer-

If we can now look forward to quick recovery 
from panic our prospect becomes doubly bright 
when to an honest system of finance we join the 
growth of our manufactures, the enlargement of 
our commerce, the prosperity of our people, which 
will follow the removal of the heavy and unnec- 
essary burdens of so-called protection.

Is it possible that it has not yet 
reached the understanding of the partisan of 
high taxes that we export to all parts of the 
world locomotives, sewing machines, agricultural 
implements, and watches, as well as many other 
articles in the production of which our highest 
paid American. labor is employed? 

There is not a solitary article on which the 
Wilson bill reduces the rate of taxation but 
which it still leaves with a larger amount of pro- 
tection than the actual difference between the 
American and foreign cost of the labor used in 
making it. This is all the platform upon which 
Mr. arrison ran and was defeated upon de- 
manded. With what show of consistency then 
can Republican leaders object to a measure 
which provides fully for ail they demanded or 
promised in their own.most recent and binding 
declaration of principles? 

The fact of the matter is that our Democratic 
tariff bill does not go far enough or cut deep 
enough, and it * fo! be called a manufac- 
turers’ measure.

t is said that a man is rash who makes predic- 
tions, but I am quite willi to assume the risk, 
and tonight, when my Fo friend, Gov. McKin- 
Bley. is dismally foretelling ruin and croaking 
about the future, I declare it to be my conviction 
that every effect and result of the reduction of 
teriff taxation now about to be made will prove 


, 


advantageous to the country, and that these ad- 
vantages will be so. conspicuous ‘that from this 
time on the demand will not be for the restora- 
tion of high taxes, but that Congress will be urged 
to make more reductions in number and larger 
ones in amount. 

We may judge the futare by the past, and 1 
wish every American would make himself famil- 
iar with the free trade struggle in England, 
which extended from 1838 to 1846, and its re- 
sults. Within the two years after the great re- 
form took place those who feared and oppbsod it 
most were the eager advocates of still greater 
changes in the direction of fres trade. In 1838 
and 1840 as honest and earnest men as ever 
breathed predicted ruin to British labor from the 
competition of the pauper la of France and 
Germany. Yet within two years after the tariff 
taxes were taken off British exports of magufact- 
ured goods to Germany and France increaséd ve 
— and the wages of English workingmen ad 
vanced; indeed, they have continued to advance 
and have never even for the briefest time gone 
back to the old level they maintained under pro- 


tection, 

Wonderful indeed, but trne, agriculture in En- 
gland, which even the free traders admitted 
might suffer from. free trade, prospered under it 
as never before, and the wages of farm labor ad- 
vanced heavily, while the cost of clothing and its 
other wants declined, In 1840, after 400 years 
of protection, the chronic state of the working 
people of England, Ireland, and Scotland was 
one of hunger, while in 1880. after forty years of 
free trade, they enjoyed an average of four times 
the comfort they possessed in 1840, as measured 
by their per capita consumption of bread, cheese, 
meat, sugar, tea, and coffee, standards to 
mcasure by, it will be admitted. 

In less than thirty years of freetrade England's 
steam commerce increased nearly 1,000 per cent, 
and to sum the whole matter up fairly it can be 

said truthfully that the industrial, manufactur- 
ing, and commercial advance of England under 
forty years of free trade was greater than under 
400 years of protection. Take heart, therefore, 
my doubting Thomas, for not only will good flow 
from the reduction of tariff taxes by Congress, 
but in the end you will, with the Queen of Sheba, 
exclaim: “ Behold the half had not been told me.“ 
The Hon. John E. Russell responded ina brief 
speech in support of Mr. Harter’s conclusions. 
He said that he was on the stump in 1876 
and 1884 during the business depression of 


those times, and he was never 
80 unpatriotic as to. attribute 
those depressions .to the administration 
in power. He declared that Senator Hoar’s

CUTS DOWN AWARDS. 


JOHN BOYD THAQHER TO GRANT 
26,000 INSTEAD OF 70,000. 


Many Exhibiters, It Is Understood, Will 
Be Given Nothing but Pasteboard An- 
‘nouncements=Thacher Says the Chicago 
Newspapers Haven’t Treated Him Fairly 
and Makes a Defense of His Mach-Crit- 
icised System=<Important Gifts to the 
Columbian Museum. 


John Boyd Thacher has changed his tac- 
fics, From being u prolific giver of awards 
he has decided to be a skimpy one, and, fur- 
thermore, he has turned economist. It is now 
hig desire to turn back into the Treasury of 
the United States a large sum out of the 
$570,000 granted nim for the conduct of the 
awards system. 

But Mr. Thacher's most important move is 
the cutting which is being made in awards, 
So much criticism was heaped upon him for 
alleged indiscriminate distribution of medals 
and diplomas he has apparently determined 
to down his critics by refusing to grant but a 
comparatively limited number. This, of 
course, will makea big pot of trouble for 
him among American and foreign exhibiters. 
But Mr. Thacher has outlined this course 
and, as in all his previous contests, he wi ll 
probably carry it out. 

Before Mr. Thacher got ready to go to 
Washington he had the clerks in his office 
make up a statement of the number of exhib- 
iters,and then the number of awards was 
fixed upon, it is said, regardless of the reports 
of the judges. Mr. Thacher’s friends say he 
has a statement which would confound his en- 
emies by showing the exclusiveness of awards. 
His figures, it is said, are based on granting 
but 26,000, whereas his judges recommended 
approximately 70,000 awards. Mr. Thacher 
will institute comparison with the awards 
granted at the Paris Exposition, and this is 
what, it is said, he will show:

Mr. Thacher will thus show he has granted 
6,000 fewer awards than were given at Paris, 
although there were 38,000 more exhibiters. 
In this connection he has figured wp there 
were 280,000’exhibits at Jackson Park. In 
order to bring about this proposed reduction 
approximately 84,000 awards recommended 
by the judges will have to be slaughtered. In 
some cases it has been decided to issue instead 
of the medal and diploma a simple card stat- 
ing the points of excellence as indicated by 
the judge. This policy, it is understood, will 
be pursued in reference to the exhibits of 
cereaisin the Agricultural Building. Only 
States, according to the present progra m, and 
large exhibiters will be honored with medal 
and diploma. The smaller exhibiters must 
be content with a simple pasteboard an- 
nouncement. The wine list has already been 
cut. About 1,000 awards recommended by 
judges were thrown away. They were such 
as were marked Fair.“ and the foreign 
Commissioners say they will issue awards 
thernselves for this class of exhibits. 

It seems almost certain that Congress will 
be asked to take up the cause, especially of 
the 32 n Commissioners, and see that they 
secure what they consider their rights for for- 
eiga exhibiters. The Commissioners are al- 
ready talking of this, and a formal request to 
the Secretary of State will probably be pre-

While I would be glad to take all the responsi- 
bility for the system, there is really nothing in it, 
since it is practically the system which was in 
operation in Philadelphia. The Nutional Com- 
mission decided in November, 1890, this system 
should go into operation, and Congress provided 
for bronze medals alono, thus preciuding a sys- 
tem of graded ‘awards, such as gold and silver 
medals. This is & the American sys- 
tem. The opposition upon the part of the for- 
eigners was to have adopted the continental or 
European system, which simply regards a uni- 
versal exposition as a gigantic buzaac. It is es- 
sentially commercial in all its features. It 
arbitrarily grants gold, silver, and bronze medals 
through an impersonal and irresponsible jary, 
without giving any reasous therefor. The Antferi- 
can system is educational and it is carried out, 
in spite of gross opposition, without deviating a 
hair’s breadth® Aside from the opposition of the 
foteiguers there were two other sources to con- 
tend against. The one, certain interests con- 
nected with the Exposition which were desirous 
of exercising the immense patronage which 
came from the appointment of 800 judges 
and the employment of a large clerical 
force. The other source of opposition, be- 
ing local. came from those who ho 
7 breaking down the system to do 

1 7 with awards entirely, thus saving 
to Chicago $570,000 for the expenses of the bu- 
reau ofawards, which came out of the $2,500,000 
appropriated by Congress, and the saving of 
$150,000 in premiums, which the Chicago peo- 
ple * to pay. it was impossible to get a 
truthful statement to the public regarding the 
management of our bureau through the Chicago 
press. They charged us with giving 80,000 med- 
als, whiie the law confined the maximum num- 
ber to 50,000. Within the next ten days I shall 
make an official announcement of facts, which, 
of themselves, will vindicate completely the sys- 
tem of awa which was so successfully carried 
gut. I will content myself now with saying that, 
in proportion to the number of exhibiters, the 
medals awarded will be 40 per cent fewer than 
was ever given at any World’s Fair.

SUSPICIOUS CHARACTERS CAUGHT. 


One of Them Badly Wounded and All Be- 
lieved to Be Footpads.,

streets by a watchman. He has one bullet in 
his leg and another in the hand, The men 
are rank McGovern, Jonathan Piper, 
Charles McManis, John McGovern, Frank 
Walsh, George Schiesle, and Frank McDon- 
ald. All the men with the exception of 
Walsh will be arraigned at the armory this 
morning charged with disorderly conduct. 

The house from which the men were taken 
is occupied by Miss Gray, who keeps a 
notion and cigar store.

Investigation of the Kolls Shows a Sus- 
picious Similarity of Sigustures- City 
Employes Alleged to Have Had Their 
Personal Expenditures Paid by the 
City~Ond of the Names on the Rolls 
Alleged to Be That of a Dead Man 
Cases Cited, | 

Tun TpInunZ s publication of the street in- 
spectors’ pay-roll for November Thursday has 
aroused general interest. Taxpayers and citi- 
zens have been studying the names on the list 
and have sent letters to the City Hall making 
some serious charges which go to prove that 
the city in many instances did not get value 
received for a good share of the money it paid 
to its alleged employés. Other information 
received shows that the affairs of other de- 
partments under Democratic rule have been 
loosely managed. The tongues of former em- 
ployés have been loosened and they have told 
of many things which show that persons who 
never worked for the city have drawn money 
for it. It is safe to predict that after Acting 
Mayor Swift has made a thorough investiga- 
tion of the Street Department the number 
of inspectors will be materially reduced. The 
signatures on the pay-rolls bear a striking and 
suspicious similarity of handwriting. 

One of the taxpayers, in speaking of the 
loose manner in which the city’s affairs have 
been managed, says: 

There is too much bribery, loafing. and “ bad 
work“ going on in local politics, and the sooner 
— =, the better it will be for honest men and 
taxpayers. I have no personal spite against the 
present heads of departments, but I want to see 


all dishonest officeholders, whether Democrats 
or Republicans, punished. 


Cases in Street Department. 


As to the manner in which the street inspec- 
tion department ik managed the following 
cases are cited as examples: 

A curbstone inspector in the Twenty-ninth 
Ward has over ten wagon loads of stone in 
the rear of the house in which he lives, Among 
the men on the pay-rollare said to be many 
saloonkeepers from this inspector's ward. 

In that same territory twenty city employés 
have been at work building a house for a poli- 
tician and the city footed the bill. 

One of the men in this department was for-

One of these men is a water pipe contractor, 
and in addition tothe money he receives in 
payment of contracts he dra ws a salary for 
canvassing the city in the interests of the 


Democrats. 
An owner of a gravel pit in the northern

salary of a carpenter, He has been signing 
the name of one of his own employés on the 
pay-rolls. Neither the employé nor the gravel 
pit owner performs any service for the money 
which the city pays. 

The citizen who furnishes the foregoing bit 


of interesting information adds: 


It is a shame and an outrage that matters are 
permitted to go on in that way. He (the gravel- 
pit owner) is a County Centra ‘committeeman on 
the Democratic side, which is a sufficient war- 
rant for him to continue to rob the town. 

Bartender an Alleged Employe. 


One of the street foremen who live on the 
West Side, not a mile from Twelfth and Hal- 
sted streets, is the owner of a saloon. He 
a bartender, who at notime has worked for 
the city.

ment. The man who forwarded this com-

This man, it is claimed, owns a store near 
one of the bridges which cross the river to the 
West Side. He spends most of his time as

Ives Claims the Forfeit. 

Schaefer probably thinks that billiards enough 
to assume for the time being.

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TRAIN ROBBERS ON A CHICAGO YACHT. 


Posstble Clew to the Iron Mountain Rob-

0OL RODGERS WOUNDED AT ALTON 
BY EX-8ENATOR OOPPINGER. 


Daring a Conference with Congressman 
Forman Over the Alton Postoffice They 
Revive an Old Feud- Words Lead to 
Blows and Coppinger ‘Fires at His En- 
emy, Inflicting a Painful Wound—Ar- 
rested and Released Under Bonds—The 
Row Occurs in a Saloon. 

Aron, III., Dec. 1.—[Special.]—A shooting 
affray occurred in Doran's saloon today in 
which ex-Senator John W. Coppinger, now 
United States Consul at Toronto, Canada, 
shot Col. A. F. Rodgers of Upper Alton, who 
is Superintendent of the Piaza Bluffs 
Assembly. Mr. Coppinger had come down 
from Toronto to spend Thanksgiving with his 
relatives in this city, where he was born and 
raised, and more particularly to meet the 
Hon. W. 8. Forman, Congressman from the 
Eighteenth District until he was gerryman- 
dered out by the last Legislature, and confer 
with him as to who should be appointed as 
Postmaster of this city and Upper Alton. 

Mr. Forman arrived this noon and was at 
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MADISON STREET. 


once seized upon by a clan of old line Demo- 
crats whoare strong for one man and the 
round of the saloons was made, Col. Rodgers 
came down to meet Mr. Forman and present 
the claims of an Upper Alton man for that 
postoffice. The parties to the shooting, to- 

ther with a large number of local Demo- 
cratic politicians, met in Doran’s saloon, 
saloon, and Col. Rodgers and Mr. Coppinger 
at first shook hands and seemed friendly. 
After a few drinks had been taken, however, 
and the various men had become aà little 
warmed up a disagreement arose between Mr. 
Coppinger and Col. Rodgers and at once they 
fell back onto an old feud. About two 
years ago the two men were rival 
candidates for the nomination for State 
Senator and Mr. Coppinger’ succeeded 
in beating Col. Rodgers. The latter retaliated 
by working against Mr. Coppinger at the 
polls and did what he could to defeat him, but 
without success. Mr. Coppinger brought out 
this old story today, and thouga Col. Rodgers 
said to him, That is all over and we should 
let bygones be bygones,“ Mr: Coppinger con- 
tinued to quarrel and proceeded to state 
that Col. Rodgers had not only worked 
against him but against his father also, and 
had always been inimical to his interests, 
continuing his talk and cursing Col. Rodgers 
roundly. 

Then he advanced on the Colonel as if to 
strike him, continuing his roynd of abuse, 
when Col. Rodgers raised a light cane which 
he carries and struck Mr. Coppinger a re- 
sounding blow over the eye, lifting the Ip 
and making a wound the scar of which he Will 
always carry. The bystanders started to part 
them, but Mr. Coppinger at once drew a re- 
volver and fired at Col. Rodgers, the ball hit- 
ting him in the fleshy part of the thigh, but 
missing all bones and arteries. He would 
have fired again but was prevented. 

Col. Rodgers was at once assisted to a 
neighboring drug store and the wound was 
probed and the bullet taken out, when his 
thigh was dressed and he was placed in a car- 
riage and driven home. Mr. Coppinger’s in- 
juries were also cared for by a surgeon, three 
stitches taken in it, and he was taken to the 
home of his brother-in-law, where he at pres- 
ent lives, quite sick, and evidently has the 
worst of the scrimmage. 

In conversation with Col. Rodgershe ex- 
pressed himseif vindictively, and only re- 
gretted that he did not have a revolver, as he 
would rid the city and the world of Coppin- 
ger’s presence forever. Coppinger could not 
be seen and no statement was obtained from 
him, but the foregoing are the facts in the 
case as gathered from those who were present. 
Coppinger was slightly under the influence of 
liquor, as indeed were nearly all who were 
present. 

This evening a warrant was sworn out for 
Mr. Coppinger, chargmg him with shooting 
with intent to kill and also with carrying con- 
cealed weapons, and he was arrested, but at 
once gave bond for his appearance, 

Col. Rodgers states that he will prosecute 
him to the bitter end, and unless he changes 
his mind there is likeiy to be some 
heavy work in the courts over the af.- 
fair. Public opmion is divided on the 
matter, some saying that as Col. Rodgers 
atruck Mr. Coppinger first he was justified in 
shooting, while others strongly condemn the 
whole business and consider Coppinger to 
blame. 

Mr. Coppinger was President of the last 
Illinois Senate and has been a politician all 
his lite, as was his father before him. Col. 
Rodgers is equally well known in Madison 
County and throughout the district, and has 
been a prominent figure in many conventions. 
Nothing else is talked of here tonight 
and all are eagerly watching for the 
outcome of the quarrel. Mr. Copping- 
er has only lately been appointed to his 
Consulship and a month ago removed to To- 
ronto with his family. He is anxious to be 
elected to Congress and has been laying plans 
and fixing his wires for some time with a view 
to that end, and many now think his chance 
has gone, and that this affair will relegate him 
to political obscurity.

Free wool is 
an absolute loss of $8,000,000 or 89,000, 
000. The Democrats on the committee have 
professed to believe that there would be little 
or no reduction in the revenue from manu- 
factured woolens because of the increased im- 


portations which would follow the lowering of 


the tariff on all grades. Now it has been 
found that to keep up the present revenue 
from that source the importations would have 
to be about two and a half times as large as 
under the McKinley law. The wildest tariff 
reformer does not dream that under the Wil- 
son bill the man who now buys one suit of 
clothes will be able to buy two imported full 
suite and an extra pair of trousers, while the 
claim is that free wool will let Americans sup- 
ply the home market. 

The Democratic reformers are turning again 
to the internal revenue as the only stopping 
point short of the personal income tax. The 
hybrid scheme of taxing corporations, lega- 
cies, rentals, and so on. becomes weaker the 
more they gointoit. Today their work has 
been mainly on various propositions looking 
to increases on the whisky and beer taxes, as 
well as on minor items in the internal revenue 
schedules. Cigarettes are practically doomed, 
and the rate from 50 cents may go to $1.20 a 
thousand, at least to $1. The custom sched- 
ule lowers therate on playing cards, and there 
is a strong tendency to put an internal rev- 
enue tax on those popular articles. Bank 
checks are also under consideration. The 
radical free-traders on the committee enter 
into these various propositions only to show 
that the simpler way after all will be to adopt 
their plan and put a graduated tax on in- 
comes. Mr. Tarsney, one of the members, 
said this afternoon: . 

Lean't see how tobacco can stand any 
greater tax. If the rate on whisky is advanced 
10 cente per gallon, from that source there 
will be about $9,000,000 more, which is still 
short of the amount required. f hardly think 
we can get along without help from the per- 
sonal income tax. If incomes of over $5,000 
were taxed at the rate of 5 per cent it would 
into the Treasury over $70,000,000, and that 
would give us sufficient revenue. "The coin- 
age of the seigniorage, as I have heard sug- 
gested, would not help the matter, as we are 
providing for a permanent support of the 
government.“

WIELDED BY WOMEN. 


JOURNALISTIO PENS OF INFLUENCE 
IN ENGLISH NEWSPAPERDOM. 


Sketches of Half a Den Writers Who 
Help to Make London Periocdicals= 
Seme of Them Describe Fashions, Some 
Contribute Articles on Sporting, Some 
Are Correspondents and Aid in Keep- 
ing the British Public in Touch with 
Paris, India, and America, 

Women who help to make newspapers al- 
ways seem to be of more or less interest to 
the women who read them. Therefore a 
description of some of the writers who have 
met with success on the other side of the At- 
lantic may not be amiss. 

First on the list is the name of Mrs. Craw- 
ford, the brilliant Paris correspondent. of 
Truth and the Daily News, Living for more 
than twenty years past in the Boulevard de 
Courcelles, Paris, Mrs. Crawford knows that 
city, its society andits politics, witha mi- 
nuteness and a precision which give great value 
to her opinions, gas well as enabling her to 
prove constantly that her memory is a verita- 
ble storehouse of interesting and entertaining 
facts. A voracious reader from her early 
childhood, it was in her 19th year that she be- 
gan to write, her mother then migrating with 
her family, upon the death of ber hus- 
band, to Paris, where influential friends 
afforded Miss Emily Johnstone, as Mrs. Craw- 
ford then was, her first insight into court life 
—an insight which fired her with a longing to 
write an account of things as they were, and 


¢ 


not as they were then for the most part being 
presented in the English press. But it was al- 
most by chance, through the accident of one 
of her graphic private letters to a friend fall- 
ing into hands of a London editor, that 
she obtained her first chance as a journalist 
he, struck by the unconventional and vivid 
style of her ietter, offering to take Paris cor- 
respondence from her regularly. 

rom that day to this Mrs. Crawford has 
practically known no single day upon which 
she has done no work. In 1864 the young 
journalist married Mr. Crawford, the well- 
known Paris correspondent of the Daily News, 
and from that time until his death she assisted 
him in his work, and so fully did she become 
associated with it that upon her husband’s 
death in 1885 the proprietors of the Daily 
News at once offered her the vacant post. 

Enjoying fine health and a splendid consti- 
tution, Mrs. Crawford has been able to 
achieve some remarkable feats of physical 
endurance as well as mental alertness during 
her career, sitting on one occasion in Ver- 
sailles from early morning until midnight, 
and then writing a descriptive article of the 
5 es, unfortified by a single note. Mrs. 

rawford was in Paris under the Commune, 
and in March, 1871, pluckily made her way 
alone through the turbulent. and barricaded 
city, and succeeded in interviewing the Com- 
munist leaders as they were assembled in 
council, When the Opera Comique was con- 
sumed by fire she was the first journalist to 
clamber along the smoking débris. 

Mrs. Crawford never allowed her work to 
interfere with her duties as a mother, and her 
sons are excellent proofs of her judicious 
training. The eldest, after a brilliant career 
at Cambridge, is acting with great success as 
an army coach in Clifton; the second son 
helps his mother in her journaligtic work, and 
is already also making his own name known; 
and the youngest is in India. 

Mrs. Fenwick-Miller’s name is familiar to 
all who know anything at all of the great 
movement for the advancement of woman. 
An eloquent speaker, Mrs. Fenwick- Miller 
naturally has to spend a considerable
